What 
charge there la in the cylinder collects 
iii two or three strokes and la ignited 
by tile spark with Hie Inlet valve par­ 
tially open. 
Tills causes it to back­ 
fire through the carburetor. 
Some­ 
times tin* compression and volume of 
the charge la not sufficient to Ignite, 
so that It Is e x i l e d into the red-hot 
exhaust pipe and muffler, where the 
bot carbon fires it. 
To totally eradi­ 
cate this by adjusting the valves alone 
you would have to increase their ten­ 
sion to such an extent that they would 
not only not open properly, but would 
wear unnecessarily.

Always throttle and 
accelerate moderately and use the 
spark In conjunction, iffilng the clutch 
or clutch aud brake to slow down.

With a bear­ 
ing such iii you describe, provided It 
was smooth or polLhod, no lubricant 
would be necessary, although a cooling 
Mind would be advisable. 
We would 
suggest tlh*t such a bearing bo packed 
in plumbago or graphite, us tim gaso­ 
line will not wash this substance away.

These should 
In* thoroughly studied before attempt 
lug any actual adjustments and then 
each adjustment made at the resp** 
live speed Intended. An overricb mtl- 
ture will run the motor fairly well tai 
low speeds, but will choke up the en 
glue on high speeds. It wdll give very 
little I lower on any speed and will over­ 
heat and carbonise the motor.

The reason why Hie best dairy 
feeds are less expensive than the same 
grains on the farm is because the 
principal elements of human food are 
taken from these grains before they 
are ever made into feed. 
The by­ 
products of cereal mills, glucose fac­ 
tories, malt houses, etc., constitute 
often more than 50 per cent of the 
total bulk of mixed dairy feeds of the 
better class. 
These oats, barley and corn by­ 
products are considered by experts in 
animal nutrition as very valuable 
feed materials. After these cereals are 
ground In the manufacture of alcohol, 
for which the use is growing more im­ 
portant dally in the arts, the solid 
residue is dried in vacuo, and is then 
known as “dried grains.’’ 
If made 
from corn, these grains contain on an 
average of about 30 per cent crude 
protein and IO per cent crude fat. 
If 
made from rye, while valuable, they 
are of somewhat lower feed value. 
The barley residue contains over TO 
per cent more crude protein than 
wheat bran and twice as much crude 
fat. 
In fact, their food value is 
largely increased by the process. 
All these products are widely used 
by the best dairy feeders and are re­ 
lied upon very extensively in milk 
production. 
There is nu doubt of the 
fact that lf the supply of these prod­ 
ucts were radically limited or entirely 
exhausted, it would have a serious ef­ 
fect 
upon 
the 
milk 
production 
throughout 
the 
country 
and 
the 
lairymen would have one more bur­ 
den added to their already overtaxed 
strength. 
Cottonseed meal is composed prin­ 
cipally of tile kernel, with such por­ 
tion of the hull os is necessary tn the 
manufacture of oil. Cottonseed meal, 
if choice, must contain at least 41 per 
cent crude protein. 
It is tine of tho 
richest of all feeds In this substance 
and curries about 8 per cent crude 
fat. 
On account of its extreme con­ 
centration it can bo fed only in lim­ 
ited quantities and always in con­ 
junction with some products to fur­ 
nish bulk.

in

manufactured 
feeds.
